AiffiNDING PART 61 - SCHEDULED AIR CARRIER RULES \'C 3 - ' ^ ) 

Effective Mny 24 , 1946, Part 61 of the C i v i l Air Regulations i s 

amended as follows; 

1. By repealing II 61.33 and 61.34 (subject covered by 1 61.7114). 

2. By amending the f i r s t paragraph of I'61.712 to read as follows: 

61.712 Operating l i m i t a t i o n s upon airplanes c e r t i f i c a t e d under trans­

port _caleftory requirements. When operating i n scheduled passenger transport 

t a t i o n any airplane c e r t i f i c a t e d i n accordance w i t h the provisions of § C4.1 

( i n the Regulations issued on or after November 9, 1945), or of § 04.75-T 

( i n the Regulations issued pr i o r to November 9, 1945), the provisions of 

§§ 61.7121 to 61.7125 inclusive shall apply unless deviations therefrom are 

s p e c i f i c a l l y authorized by the Administrator when he finds t h a t , due to a 

p e c u l i a r i t y of a specific case, such application i s unnecessary f o r safety. 

3. By amending i 61.7121 General l i m i t a t i o n s , as follows: 

(a) Delete the word "gross*1 from paragraph ( c ) . 

(b) Insert "and o i l " a f t e r the words "amount of f u e l " i n para­

graph ( c ) . 

4.. 3y amending I 61.7122 Take-off l i m i t a t i o n s to provide, f o r engine 

f a i l u r e , as.follows: 

(a) Delete the word "gross" from f i r s t paragraph, 

(b) Delete ,,04.7532-T" from f i r s t paragraph, and insert i n ' l i e u 

thereof "§ 04.12 ( i n the Regulations issued on or afte r November 9, 1945), 

or § 04.7532-T. ( i n the Regulations issued p r i o r to November 9, 1945)". 



5. Sy smending 1 61,7123" l a d i n g distance l i m i t a t i o n s , as follows: "* 

(a) Delete word' " a i r c r a f t " from paragraph ( a ) , and in s e r t i n 

l i e u thereof the word "airplanes". 

(b) Delete "04,.7533-T" from paragraph ( a ) , and in s e r t i n l i e u 

thereof "1 04.124 ( i n the Regulations issued on or after November 9* 1945), 

or I 04.7533vT ( i n the Regulations issued prior to ITovemher .9, 1945)". 

6. Sy amending i 61.712.5- En route limitations, to read as follows: 

61.7125 Sa route limitations. 

- 61.71250 A l l airplanes - a l l engines operating. Airplanes s h a l l "be 

dispatched only at such take-off weights that, i n proceeding along the i n ­

tended xrack 7d ih the weight of the airplane progressively reduced "by the 

anticipate:*, eonsvrrptio:: of f u e l and o i l , the ratc-of-clirab with a l l engines 

operating (as sot forth i n the airplane'operating annual), s h a l l he, i n feet 

per minute, at an dtitv&o at .least 1,000 feet above the elevation of 

the highest ground or obstruction vdthin 10 miles of either side o f the i n ­

tended track; except that t h i s requirement need not apply to airplanes cer­

t i f i c a t e d under the performance requirements of tho Hcgulations issued prior 

to November 9, 19A5. 

61.71251 A l l airplanes - one engine inoperative. Airplanes s h a l l he 

.dispatched only at such take-off weights that i n proceeding jalong the intended 

track n i t h the TFci^ht of the airplane progressively reduced "by the anticipated 

consumption of f u e l ana o i l , the ratc-of-climb with one engine inoperative 

(as set forth i n the airplane operating manual), s h a l l he, i n feet per minute, 

0.027 S o for airplanes having maximum take-off'weights up to 40,000-pounds, 
2 • " *, 2 ' increasing'linearly to 0.04v*So at 60,000 pounds, 'and 0 .

61.71252 Airplanes w i t h four or moro on^incs - two engines inoperative. 

I f from any point along the track flown, more than 90 minutes at " a l l engines 

operating" cruising speed i s required to reach an available landing area where 

the provisions of i 61,7123 as modified "by I 61.71230 can be mot at the a i r ­

plane weight estimated to exist upon a r r i v a l there, an a i r c r a f t w i t h four or 

more engines shall not "be dispatched over such track unless i t s weight i s such 

as to permit a ratc-of-climb w i t h two engines inoperative (as set f o r t h I n the 

airplane operating manual), i n foot per minute, of 0.01VEo at an a l t i t u d e of 

at least 1,000 feet above the elevation of the highest ground or obstruction 

w i t h i n 10 miles on cither side of the intended track to the landing area; or 

at 5,000 fect whichever i s higher; oxcopt that t h i s requirement need not apply 

to airplanes c e r t i f i c a t e d under the performance requirements of the Regulations 

issued p r i o r to iTovomber 9, 1945. This specified ratc-of-climb shall corre­

spond to the airplane's weight attained at the moment of f a i l u r e of the second 

engine (assumed to occur 90 minutes from time of departure), or to the weight 

which may be attained by dumping f u e l at tho moment of f a i l u r e of the second 

engine, provided that s u f f i c i e n t f u e l i s retained aboard the airplane to reach 

a point 1,000 feet d i r e c t l y above the landing area. 

61.71253 Special a i r navigation f a c i l i t i e s . Where special a i r navigation 

f a c i l i t i e s provide for r e l i a b l e and accurate i d e n t i f i c a t i o n of high ground or 

obstruction extending f o r less than 20 miles along the track, the l a t e r a l d i s ­

tance of 10 miles specified i n i 61.71250 through § 61.71252 may be reduced 

to 5 miles.
